What docs 
he'do? Puts on his hat and his overcoat, if 
it be cold, darts to the shop, and is back in a 
trice. Does this do nothing for his health ?— 
this breath of fresh air, this snatch of stm- 
shine, this use of his muscles, this ‘contact 
with new things and persons, this sense of 
power in himself? It does everything. 
Repeated, as it generally is, many times in 
a day, it gives agility to his frame, tone to 
his mind, freshness to his feelings. But how 
is it with a woman? She is in need of a 
spool of silk ; can she go for it in a moment ? 
No. She must ascertain the state of the 
pavements, and prepare herself accordingly. 
She must change her dress, or loop it up ; 
she must brush it when she returns ; and al- 
together the effort is so great that, in nine 
cases out of ten, she stays in the house un- 
til she has a sufficient number of errands to 
warrant the exértion, and then she over- 
taxes her powers by doing too much at 
once, so that the exercise weakens rather 
than strengthens her. 


It is between the ages of twelve and 
twenty that the influence upon physical 
health is the greatest; and here let me 
make a third quotation from Ruskin. He 
says, “ There is not one restraint you put on 
a good girl’s nature which will not be in- 
delibly written on her features,” And yet 
her dress is a restraint constantly put upon 
her—as impalpable as the air she breathes ; 
but, like that, unrelaxing, ever-present, all- 
pervading. Clothe a boy between the ages 
I have mentioned in his sister’s dress, oblig- 
ing him to wear it always, and the time 
would not be long before in-door air would 
be found the most suitable for him to 
breathe, and worsted-work the noblest occu- 
pation for his feeble fingers. But let girls 
wear clothing permitting them as much 
freedom of action as a boy’s does him, and 
let no public sentiment fetter the healthy 
impulses of their being, and we should soon 
see new and surprising developments of 
their “ nature,” such as would give vigor to 
their muscles, elasticity to their movements, 
tone to their nerves, roses to their cheeks, 
brightness to their eyes, that would last even 
into the thirties and forties and fiftics, allow- 
ing woman full possession of the powers 
which'she feels belong to her, and.an oppor- 
tunity for the manifestation of new ones of 
which she has now no idea. Is there not 
an unconscious vulgarity in women that 
permits them to forego. all this merely for 
the sake of haying a larger expanse, of silk 
and velvet to gratify their sense of form 
and ‘color? Is: there not an’ unconscious 
vulgarity in men that makes them willing 
to exchange this larger companionship 
simply for what they consider the poetry of 
long, swaying garments? 

But this is very far from all. The long 
dress shackles the mind not only indirectly 
through the body, but dircetly. How often 
do we hear it said, “ Such a place is not fit,

shall think less favorably of the inventive 
faculty inthe human mind, For the thing 
denoted is so necessary to our cogitations 
and our practical existence that the awk- 
wardness and insufficiency of the phrase is 
made all the more. conspicuous, 

But what is the thing denoted?” What is 
social science? Has it ever been fully. de- 
fined? or is it, like poetry,-imagination, 
humor, and the "works of Walt Whitman, 
still waiting for an adequate description or 
hue-and‘ery, by whichit can be identified, 
wherever found? There has certainly been 
no lack of efforts at definition. Lord Duf- 
ferin, in his late address at Belfast (which, 
like everything that happens in that touchy 
city, has led to a quarrel), takes - social 
science “ to be the acquisition of such knowl- 
edgeas-shall enable the human community 
by which the earth is. inhabited to reach’ the 
highest limit of moral and physical well: 
being which is compatible with the original 
conditions of their existence.” This is suf- 
ficiently general, but stillis defective; for 
there is much knowledge which does not 
“enable the human community,” etc., and 
yet belongs to the science referred to. Pro- 
fessor Rogers, of Boston, in a paper pub- 
lished by him two years ago, came nearer 
the mark when he spoke of this science as 
including “all the subjects of human in” 
quiry that specially concern the institutions 
of society.” But this is open to the charge 
of being too vague. Who shall make it more 
explicit? Perhaps, when our Philadelphia 
friends have got in their prize essays on the 
caucus, they will offer another premium for 
the best home-made definition of “ social 
science.” 

In the meantime, societies for its cultiva- 
tion‘ and promotion are busily at work. 
The British “ National Association for the 
Promotion of Social Science,” which has 
just held its annual congress at Belfast, is 
the oldest and largest of these. It was 
founded, in a small way, in 1857, by Lord 
Brougham and Mr. G..W. Hastings, amid 
the indifference or the ridicule .of their 
friends, “It soon grew too powerful to be 
put off with either; and is now one of the 
controlling forces in the field of British leg- 
islation and the wider range of public opin- 
ion. It has drawn into its discussions, 
sooner or later, many of the best ‘heads in 
England, and has initiated more than one 
important change in the laws. An Inter- 
national Association, formed in Belgium, in 
1862, has held several meetings, and brought 
together thoughtful men from the Conti- 
nental countries of Europe. In::1865 an 
American Association: was founded, taking 
its beginning at a public meeting in Boston, 
at which Governor Andrew presided, and 
where half.a dozen of the states and prin- 
cipal cities of the Union were represented. 
It is of this last-named socicty that we wish 
more. particularly to speak. Its style ahd 
title is The American Association for the Pro- 
motion of Social Science; and its objects, as 
set forth in its constitution, are 
“To guide the public mind to the best 
practical means of promoting the Amend- 
ment of Laws, the Advancement of Educa- 
tion, the Prevention and Repression of 
Crime, the Reformation of Criminals and 
the Progress of Public Morality, the adop- 
tion of Sanitary Regulations, and the dif- 
tusion of. Sound Princi on questions of 
Economy, Tra:e, and Finance. It will give 
attention to Pauperism, and the topics re- 
lated thereto; including the responsibility 
of the well-endowed and successful, the 
wise and educated, the honest and respect- 
able, for the failures of others. It-will aim 
to bring. together the various societies and 
individuals now interested in these objects, 
for the purpose of obtaining by discussion 
the real elements of Truth; by which

There are several questions which we 
should be glad to see disoussed at the New 
York meeting, because Just now there is 
great need of sound information respecting 
them. There is the old but ever new ques- 
tion of labor and capital—coming up now 
with regard to eight-hour laws and the co- 
operative movement. There arethe woman 
question, the condition of our currency, the 
heavy burdens of our taxation, the question 
of free trade, and of prohibitive legislation. 
But why particularize when so many topics, 
all momentous, lie before us for considera- 
tion? 

One thing, however, ought to be done by 
some member of the association residing in 
New York. A general statement of the 
number of institutions of charity, reform, 
and correction, both ‘public and private, 
what they aim to do, and how well they do 
it, should be prepared ‘and laid before’ the 
‘association, Such a paper is required in 
justice to our city, and asa guide to such 
of our philanthropic visitors as may desire 
to inspect some of these institutions. The 
charities of New York, like the sins of New 
York, are manifold, and should be as well 
known to our credit as the latter are to our 
shame. 





FREE RELIGION, 


Tne signs of the times are bewildering. 
On the one hand, religious bodies seem to 
be falling to pieces under the action of in- 
tellectual and social influences, producing 
diversity of thought and divergences of 
sympathy. On the other hand, the disposi- 
tion to organize is general, and the desire 
for association amounts to a passion, Not 
many months ago Rome was crowded with 
ecclesiastics, who had been called thither to 
make demonstration of the Church’s or- 
ganic life. The Pan-Anglican Synod, in 
London, just closed, has been attempting a 
Tival show in the interest of the Church of 
of England. Here, we have a “Church 
Union,” the purpose of which is, to com- 
bine all the evangelical sects, without dis- 
tinction of church government, in a grand 
association for moral and religious effort. 
This is all natural enough. This we have 
often seen before. But who could have 
thought that the Radicals, the Separatists, 
the Comeouters, the Nomads, the Bedouins, 
the spiritual vagrants, would be trying to 
find each other out, and to form associated 
bands? Yet this phenomenon greets our 
eyes. Last Spring a very remarkable meet- 
ing was held in Boston, the report of which 
lias just appeared in a pamphlet that con- 
tains all that was there said and done. The 
meeting was called “to consider the con- 
ditions, wants, and prospects of Free Relig- 
fon in America.” The call was signed by 
two Unitarian ministers and one Universal- 
ist—all three reputed as “liberals” in their 
denominations. Such a summons did not 
fail to gather a multitude of people, curious 
to know what this new thing might 
be or purport. They must have gone 
away “revolving many things.” The 
chairman bravely took the stand,and an- 
nounced as the design of the meeting to 
give free expression to all the various forms 
of unbelief and disbelief, in the hope that a 
common ides, principle or tendency might 
be disclosed, whereon they could all unite 
in fellowship of feeling and work. Then, 
one after another, in rapid succession, he 
brought on his speakers. First Mr. Blan- 
chard, a Universalist, spoke of the prospects 
of enlargement—that is, of disintegration 
in his own denomination. He was suc- 
ceeded by Lucretia Mott, who gave one of

This prophetic utterance having died away 
amid a profound silence, Mr. Oliver: John- 
60n presented a statement of the history 
and attitude of the “Progressive Friends.” 
After him Rev.’ Francis E. Abbot stepped 
forward to say a word on the reconciliation 
of science and religion, the key to which he 
found was Faith in Man. Next Rev. D. A. 
Wasson affirmed the validity of the spiritual

One believed in Spiritualism, 
another. did not believe in it a jot; yet 
both took hands. One believed in Meta- 
physics, another scouted them; yet both 
stood’ smilingly side by side. At the close 
of ‘such a meeting, any rational creature 
would suppose that the people must go 
persuaded of one’ thing 
only—that the idea of combining such het- 
erogeneous elements as there met was pre- 
posterous ; that disintegration had gone too 
far; that individualism: had passed the 
point of self-recovery ; that henceforth out- 
side of the recognized organizations there 
could be nothing but anarchy. Time im- 
mediately began’ to justify these forebod- 
ings. Within a few weeks of the meeting 
one large Universalist society was divided, 
a strong party going off under the lead of 
one of the signers of the call for the con- 
vention. Other societies have been agi- 


tated by. the movement. The Jews have 


felt the disturbing effects: of it through Dr. 
Wige, of Cincinnati, whose publicly ex- 
pressed: sympathy ‘with “Free | Religion” 
brought on him criticism and animadver- 
sion. In fact, wedo not perceive how any- 
thing but disintegration can arise from such 
a demonstration; nor can we see how a new 
association can be formed out of the decom- 
posed masses. Yet an association has been 
formed !—was formed the very day of the 
meeting! * And it;stands, all officered, ready 
for work. | But what work can it undertake ? 
To push a system of opinions would: be 
against its principles; and, in view of the 
speculative differences, would be absurd. It 
cannot devote itself to enterprises of re- 
form ; for these individualties would differ 
in views of reform as much as in 
views’ of theology. It cannot send. out 
lecturers or preachers; for what lecturers 
or preachers could be agreed on? It can- 
not print tracts, or publish bcoks; for what 
books or tracts would be acceptable to the 
managers? Books and tracts must repre- 
sent beliefs; and beliefs excite more jeal- 
ousy than anything else. It cannot publish 
a paper; for a paper must have an editor, 
who must have opinions again ; and of whose 
opinions should the paper be the organ? 
The situation is desperate, except for men 
who are willing to wait till opinions are 
enough in solution to combine by chemical 
affinities.

The Italian people, apart from 
the government, and outside of the Papal 
dominions, have nothing. to say about it. 
The Italian people within the Papal States 
will be simply put down as revolutionists 
and insurgents. Should the king deter- 
mine, at the last moment, to make a com- 
mon cause with his people, and resent the 
interposition of France—a thing he seems 
not at all likely to do, and probably has 
been diplomatically prevented from doing 
—Prussia may cross the Rhine and put Na- 
poleon on the defensive from that quarter, 
But, should Victor Emanuel stand by his 
treaties, keep his troops in his own 
quarters, and regard the whole affair 
as a rising of the Pope’s subjects, 
which His Holiness must repress as he 
can by home or foreign help, there would 
seem to be no ground for supposing that 
Napoleon might not carry out his plan of 
sustaining the Papal dynasty, without put- 
ting in jeopardy the peace of Italy as of 
Europe. He probably thinks he can do 
this. He has probably made sure of his 
power to do it. It would not be surprising 
if he succeeded. It would be a melancholy 
termination of a noble enterprise. But, 
after all, ifan enterprise is premature, it is 
better it should fail at the outset than meet 
with an ilusive success. If the Italians do 
not know what they want, the present er- 
der of things had better continue till they 
do.

THE HOPE OF ITALY. 


Tne skies of Italy are clouded. The star 
that rose so clear, instead of brightening as 
it ascended, became obscured by mists, and 
seems likely to disappear altogether. It is 
sad to say, but it is true: the Italians are 
not prepared for so great a revolution as the 
abolition of the temporal sovereignty would 
be. Rome has been a Papal city for centu- 
ries. For. centuries the Pope has been a 
prince’ among princes. . His dynasty is one 
of the oldest, and it is the most sacred in 
Europe. The States of the Church have 
from time immemorial been under the sway 
of the miter, absolutely, without revulsion 
of power. To abolish a tyranny ‘of such 
antiquity and such prestige is no small 
matter. Nothing less than a deep, power- 
ful, universal conviction and enthusiasm, 
bearing against it with the united force of a 
whole people, would be sufficient to accom- 
plish a result so stupendous. And neither 
the conviction nor the enthusiasm exists, 
Italians are not united, either in policies, 
purposes, or ideas. There is conviction, 
there is enthusiasm; but the conviction is 
not enthusiastic, and the enthusiasm is not 
reflecting. In the first place, the Govern- 
ment and the People of Action are not in 
agreement. The king is jealous of Gari- 
baldi’s influence, and dreads the tendency 
of his will. Ratazzi, it is said, has for the 
great patriot a stronger feeling of aversion. 
Whether the court waits on the Emperor 
Napoleon, or not, it has little sympathy 
with the Republicans and Revolutionists, 
and will not willingly advance their

MASSILLON AND LOUIS XIV. 


BY HEZEKIAH BUTTERWORTH. 


MasstiL0N, who has been styled the Ra- 
cine of the pulpit, was a master of elo- 
quence, and figured conspicuously during 
the splendid reign of Louis XVI. He 
pronounced the oration at the funerals 
of the Prince of Conti, the Duchess of Or- 
leans, the Dauphin, and the King. His 
character, unlike many ecclesiastics at that 
profligate age, was blameless, his disposi- 
tion amiable and sympathetic; and he won 
not only the admiration but the hearts of 
men. His power over his auditors was 
most marvelous. Having gained their at- 
tention, he controlled their sympathies, and 
elevated and depressed their feelings at 
will. He once preached a sermon in the 
grand old Church of St. Eustache, on the 
small number of the elect. So excited 
were his hearers during the peroration that 
the whole audience rose, impelled by a 
thrilling and irresistible: influence, and 
stood transfixed with terror, as though mo- 
mentarily expecting the trump of the arch- 
engel to sound. 

Massillon once preached an advent ser- 
mon before the splendid court at Versailles, 
when Louis XIV. was in the zenith of his 
pride and power. He was too conscientious 
to flatter his glittering auditors, or to trifle 
with their spiritual concerns. His silver 
tongue flowed eloquently; but he treated 
the awful subject plainly, and suppressed 
nothing that duty impelled him to say. The 
gay and worldly king felt the force of the 
discourse, and was restive at the thought of 
his situation before a holy God. After the 
sermon, he evinced compunction of con- 
wience, and said to the preacher, “I have 
heard many great orators, and been satis- 
fied with them ; but, when you spoke, I was 
wery dissatisfied with myself.” 

It is sermons that make men dissatisfied 
with themselves that affect the heart and 
character. 

What effect the discourse had upon the 
subsequent lite of the king we cannot say, 
He professed repentance in his declining 
years, and endeavored to live devoutly; but 
the world will ever execrate the hand that 
revoked the Edict of Nantes. His last 
words to the Dauphin are sad, for they 
ere a virtual confession that his career of 

worldly glory was unworthy of imitation, 
and that the retrospect of his reign afforded 
him no comfort at the dying-hour. “My 
child,” he said, “ you are about to become 
@ great king; do not imitate me, either in 
my taste for building or in my love of war. 
Endeavor, on the contrary, to live in peace 
with the neighboring nations; render to 
God all that you owe him, and cause his 
name to be honored by your subjects.

FOREIGN. 


Irary.—Advices from Italy are of intense 
interest. ‘The war-cloud, ‘wich at firax hoy- 
ered lightly over a small provines of tue Fapa] 
States has already attained to Puge propor- 
tions, and threatens to overcasya greater part 
of Continental Europe. The conflicting ele- 
ments are rapidly marshaling cneir rorces for a 
struggle that seems incvitahia 

On the one hand: The Garfhaidians are con- 

tinually crossing the frontier into the Roman 
States. They are concentrating ander Gen. 

Menotti Garibaldi; who, having defeated a 
strong detachment of Papal Zonaves, in a des- 
perate fight near the town of Vezoli—in which 
the Zouaves lost heavily in killed and wounded, 
and were forced to fall back toward Rome— 
has advanced to the immediste vicinity of that 

city. They have taken the town of Orte, on 
the Tiber, and hola the railroad there, thus 
severing rail communication between Rome 
and Florence, They have also appeared in the 
western districts, between Rome and the sea. 
Many residents of the Papal States are joining 
the invaders. Garibaldi has issued another 
address from Caprera, earnestly calling upon 
the Italian nation to arm. Mazzina has 
issued a manifesto, in which he exhorts the 
Italian patriots in Rome to rise and proclaim a 
republic. It is reported that Garibaldi has es- 
caped from Caprera, on board an American 
vessel. The entire press of Italy clamor for 
the immediate seizure of Rome by the Govern- 
ment. Inspired by recent successes, the 
strength of the Party -of- Action -increases 
hourly. The London Zémes, on the 17th inst., 
as if forecasting an’évent already known, edi- 
torially stated that Ratazzi, the Italian prime 
minister, must order the national troops to; 
Rome, and anticipate the arrival there of both 
the Garibaldians and the troops sent by 
France; concluding by saying that the boldest 
policy is the best for Italy, and advising her to 
seize Rome, and then treat witb France. The 
same journal, on the 19th inst., asserted that 
Ratazzi ts pledged to enter Rome as soon as 
the French fleet sails from Toulon. Admiral 
Robolti, of the Italian navy, with eight iron- 
clads, is to immediately proceed to Roman 
waters, and 50,000 Italian troops, under Gen. 
Marmora, are stationed along the Roman fron- 
tier, ready to advance into the Papal territory. 
On the other hand: The Emperor Napoleon 
and the ministers of his cabinet held 
a council, on the 16th inst., to con- 
sider the affairs of Italy; and the result 
of their deliberations was a resolution that 
France should immediately intervene for the 
settlement of the Roman question, but with- 
out acting any longer in conjunction with the 
Italian Government to that end. Thereupon 
the Emper2t made an imperative demand 
upon the Italian Government {oF fhé atriet ob- 
servance of the Treaty of September. An ex- 


ports, was immediately fitted out at Tonlon, 
ready to sail to the relief of Rome, and only 
waits for the reply of Italy to the Emperor's

Judge McCandless, of the United States Dis- 
trict Court of Pennsylvania, has decided that 
the Federal courts have not the power to re- 
strain by injunction any action of state courts 
fm cases of bankruptcy. The Judge intimates

Tue whole Stock Market depends .upon 
Erie. Strangely enough, a stock which 
depends altogether for its current value 
on the manipulations of two or three op- 
erators, who put it up or down at their plea- 
sure, acts as aregulator for all other stocks. 
If Erie goes up, everything else goes up; if 
Erie goes down, down goes everything else. 
This sympathetic: action isthe more*re- 
markable as Erie has nothing whatever to 
do with the other roads. But it will not be 
long before Erie, N. ‘Y. Central, Hudson 
River, Harlem, and “ Old Southern” will 
be. substantially consolidated -under one 
management, and their values will approxi- 
mate. When the great combination shall - 
be accomplished, there will be less fluctua- 
tion in prices, and their market value will 
be a reliable indication of the actual condi- 
tion of railroad affairs. Mr. Schell doubt- 
less knows which way the wind sets.

Great diversity of opinion prevails in re- 
lation to the business condition of the coun- 
try. Some say it is very gloomy, that trade 
is dull, that merchants are discouraged, that 
farmers are‘complaining; that bank presi- 
dents are alarmed, thit manufacturers are 
doing nothing, that jobbers are failing, and 
that importers are losing money. On the 
other hand, it is asserted, and incontestible 
facts sustain the assertions, that all the re- 
liable indications of the true condition of 
the country point to a highly prosperous 
condition of. affairs. For example: the 
railroads are all earning more money than 
they ever did before; the canals are crowd- 
ed with freight to their utmost capacity ; 
immigration was never before'so large as it 
is now; all the transportation companies 
have a8 mach business as they can attend 
to; the shipments of produce are so large 
that freights to Europe have nearly trebled 
this Fall; every grain-elevator in New 
York is at work night and day; the hotels 
‘were never so crowded as they now are; 
labor was never better paid; rents were 
never higher, nor was the number of houses 
in process of erection ever before so large ; 
the farmers never had a better harvest, nor 
got better prices for their products. These 
are undeniable facts; and yet it is undenia- 
ble that there is a good deal of complaining 
at the dullness of trade. 
There was a better feeling on Monday 
than on the close of the week. There were 
reports of two or three dry-goods failures ; 
but money was easier, and stocks advanced 
2 per cent., with an upward tendency.

But the one encouraging fact is 
that confidence is unimpaired; credit is 
good, and no failures of note happen. 
There has been no reckless over-trading ; 
and, though the cost of carrying on a mod- 
erate ‘business is enormously heavy, and 
soon eats up the capital of a concern that 
stands still, there are very few firms 
that ever come to grief from keeping 
their stocks on hand. Nine failures out 
of ten result from incautious sales and 
bad debts. Most of the jobbing houses 
have bought their domestic goods on a 
sliding scale of prices, which saves them 
from serious losses in consequence of the 
reduction which has taken place during the 
past three weeks. Looking at the condi- 
tion of trade abroad, it is not reasonable to 
anticipate any stiffening of prices here, even 
though there may be more activity of trade, 
as there doubtless will be, for the rest of the 
season. 
There have been some very large offer- 
ings in the auction-rooms of seasonable 
goods, by the great importers, during the 
week, but the sales were not in proportion 
to the attendance and apparent interest felt 
in them. When lots brought satisfactory 
prices they were duplicated ; but these were 
rare instances. The importations for the 
week have fallen off largely, and steamers 
arriving here bring very light freights. 
For unbleached domestics the demand 
has been very limited. The reduction of 
prices does not induce purchasers to take 
hold; except to supply the hand-to-mouth 
orders of customers; but as soon as it shall 
be understood that bottom has been touched 
there will be a rush to buy, and prices will 
advance. . 
In the various styles of bleached goods, 
in twills, jaconets, and cambrics, the de-
